London Missionary Deputation.—-Messrs. Tyer 
man & Beaonet, who have been employed for two 
or three years past visitiog the various Mission 
ary Stations in Auststralasiaand Polynesia, asa 
Deputation from the Loncon Missiovary Socie'y. 
left the island of Java about the Ist of October, 
1825, and arrived at Macao (Caina) onthe 1dth 
of the same mooth. Here they remained til! 
November 2, occupying a part of Rev Dr Mor. 
rison’s house, the other part being leased to a 
merchant til! the Doctor’s return trom England 
Io three days more, sailing up the ooble river of 
Pe-kiang, they arrived at Cantona, a distance of 
about 100 miles. 

The population along this river, they remark, 
is ‘very great; and the number of boats, eac! 
containing its family, is almost incredible, as they 
certainly are innumerable. The smaller boat- 
are all managed by the females, while the hus- 
bands and fathers are pursuing some other occu- 
pation on shore during tle day; these boats, 1 
which multitudes are always ready to take a fare. 
both at Macao and Canton, are singulorly clean 
and neatly arranged and we observed in every 
boat large or small, there isa part appropriated 
for holding one or more idols, with inceuse and 
sacred candles, &c. and that they never fail to 
light up these sacred tapers at sun down, to burn 
their gilt paper, with other manifestations of their 
regard to what they call religion. Now, in 
this, though the Chinese are ‘aliogetiier too su- 
perstitious,’ yet their diligence in these supersti 
tions awfully reproves the Europeans, or rather 
the Protestants of England and America here, 
who psy no more regard to the insti‘utions and 
principles of the true religion, than it they were 
Mahomedans.” 

Under date of November 15th, they wr'te,— 
“We have seen all that is to be seen in the sub 
urbs, or in the river, of this celebrated city.— 
Ino the city none are permitted to go; buttwo 
days since, we had the singular good fortune to 
force ourselves through two of the gates into the 
city, in two different parts, under the guidance 
of Capiain H and Mr. M The crowd 
of Chinese contended with us, at the first gate; 
but while they were striving with those two gen 
tlemeu, Mr. Tyerman and | pushed through for 
ayared ortwo, so as to see the inside of the 
walls, and the etreets right and left; but they soon 
hurried us back, we were glad we did not get a 
little bambooing for our temerity. At the next 
gate we attempted, and succeeded in getting 
through, withou! molestation, tor fifty yarde; but 
thought it prudent then to retreat, lest they should 
compel us to remain lounger than we wished.— 
The outside and inside of the city are much the 
same. All the streets are narrower than Mon- 
mouth-street. ‘They are from 3 to 7 feet wide 
only, baving the trades distribuied into closes— 
Shoemakers’ streets, ‘Tailors’ streets, Mercers” 
streets, Carpenters’, Buichers’, Fish mongers’, 
Looking -glass makers’, Painters' Gold and Sil- 
versmiths’ Ke. ad infinitum. Only merchants, 
eating houses, and barbers’ shops, are every 
where. Some barbers shave the head, chin, and 
face; others shave the ears, inside and outside; 
the nose in and out; the eyes, inside and out, 
or at least, they scrape within the eyelids, 
aod clesnse the corners of the eye. Can we 
doubt but the great number of blind Chinese, 
and tender eyed, as we see every wiiere, is part 
ly occasioned by this preposterous but univer- 
sal custom? 

“Canton is about 15 miles above Whampoa, 
(which isa part of this noble river, samuch near- 
er the sea,) where all the foreign vessels lie; 
whether belonging to the company or not. We 
yesterday had the delightful opportunity of sail- 
ing down, in Capt. Thomas's boat, to that place. 
The scenery of the country is strikingly beauti 
ful; andthe constantly varying scenes on the 
water are most intensely curious and amusing. 
We had the good fortune to get op shore uomo 
lested, and to enter one of those singular anc 
picturesque buildings, a huge pagoda, o' 
9 stories, octagonal, 42 feet in diameter at th: 
base, and bigherthaa the Monument on Fis 
steeet Hill, We passed three forts; one is ca!’ 
edthe Portuguese Folly, another the Freac 
Folly, from there having been abortive attemp: 
on the part of those nations, to overawe the Ch: 
nese.”?

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'\elr pareats’?’—that io the Sacrament of the 
Loid’s Supper they believe Jesus Christ to be 
caly, really, and substantially present—that no 
actual sin can be forgiven at the will of Pope or 
Priest, without repentance and resolutions of a- 
nendment—that the duty of auricular confession 
flows trom the power of forgivieg and retaining 
sips, which Christ eft to his Church—-that they 
‘do not believe it is lawful to murder persons un- 
der pretence of their being heretics’’——that they 
will be faithful and bear true allegiance to their 
sovereign Geo. 4th, and do not belMvethat any 
Pope or Prelate has, or ought to have, any civil 
power, either directly or indirectly with that 
realm—thatthey will defend to the utmost of their 
vower the present arraogement of proper y in 
Ireland, as established by the laws, & will not 
exercise any privilege to which they are or may 
be entitled, to disturb and weaken the Protes- 
iant religion and Protestant Goverameat in that 
country.

At the lete aniversary of the American Bible 
Society in New York, the following instance ot 
the power of the Gospel was related by the Rev 
Mr. Weeler, of Windsor, Vt. 

Allow me to add, if testimony CAN BE wanting, 
one more evidence ofthe good effect of distr 
buting the Holy Scripiures, by the relaionof a 
little occurrence in the neighbourhood of our 
Green Mountains. I heard itrelated by a pious 
clergyman in my neighbourhood, and will give 
itin substance from his lips. ‘lo the spring of 
1816,”’ he observed, ‘I was called to preach a 
Sabbath in a town in the northern part of Ver- 
moot, and the next morning, though in much 
hase determined to spend a little time in seeking 
out some of those who had the greatest cause 
to say, ‘No man careth for my soul.’ Am@ng 
other places [ was attracted by the smoke aris- 
jing from the potash, (a small manufactory of 
jhouse ashes,) and on eutering found a person 
at nislabours. After some conversation con- 
cerning is occupation, I enquired if he made 
it any part of his business to attend to the inter 
estsof his soul. He said, No, he had not time for 
that. ULasked him if he kepta Bible. He said, 
No, he could not buy one.

Sometime aftetas | 
iappened to pass that way, I called to see him 
ind found bot! him and wife rejoicing in the 
Saviour they had found in their Bible, and striv- 
eg to imitate him bya sober, humble and pious 
ite, and their cnildretiready to enquire, ‘‘ What 
aust we do to be saved.” For several years. 
sheo passing that way, I always enquired affer 

19 poor man’ and found he persevered in liv- 

ag according to the rule of bis Bible. I was 
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fuced into it hy others, or have imbibed it front 
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told by hisemployer, who was one day urging 
avother person to purchase a Bible, who did nat 
wn one, but who refused with much todiffer- 
eoce, that this poor man being witness to it, said 
with a sigh, Once I had no Bible, but now I 
could better go without the lat rag of clothing 
than live without my Bible. The father of this 
poor man was once possessed of property and 
influence in one of the New Eogtand States, and 
was a colonel in the revolutiooary war, but be- 
came reduced, and bis children sunk to a leve! 
with the lowest state of suciety. And as this 
man spent himself for the liberties of ‘ns country 
who would withliold the dollarithat should save 
his poor lost son from eterna! bondage, and thus 
reg.ve a patriotto his country and a servant to 
his God." ga”

| Again, the law of honour bemg constituted” 
by men occupied in the pursuit of pleasure, aad 
‘or the natural conveniency of such men, will 
be found. as might be expecied from the charae¢ 
ter and design of the Jaw-makers, to be, in m 908 
instances, favourahle to the licentious induls 
zence of natural passions. ; 

Thus it aliows of fornication, adultery, drunk 
-oness, prodigslity, duelling, and cf revenge ig 
ihe extreme; aud lays ao stress upon the viré 
ues opposite these.— Paley.

sion. There is danger if such things are continu- 
ed, of its coming to that by degrees, that a mere 
oothing be made of this duty, to the great viola- 
tion of the third commandment. Let Christiang 
abound as much as thev will in tha holy, hea- 
venly exercise, in God’s house and in their own 
houses; but when it is performed, let it be per- 
tormed as an holy act, wherein thev have im- 
mediately and visibly to do with God Wheo 
any open social act of devotion, or solemn wor- 
ship ot God is performed God should be rever- 
enced as visibly present, by those assembled.-- 
As we would not have the ark of God depart from 
us, nor provoke God to make a breach upon us, 
we should take heed that we handle the ark with 
reverence.

A SUNDAY WATER PARTY!!! 


We see with regret the Steam Boat Pennsylva- 


ic converted into a Sunday-Pleasure Boat, in con- 
temat of the religious part of the community, and 

of the supreme authority of Heaven. 

We were not a little surprised to find in the Pitts- 
burgh Gazette of last week the following Adver- 
tisement: 

“ECONOMY. 
“The Steam Boat Pennsylvania, E. Jones Master, 
will leave the Mar reet wharf, for the above 
place, on Sunday morning next, the 2d of July, at 
7 o’clock, and arrive at 9 o’clock. Returning, leave 
at 3, and arrive at Pittsburgh at 7 o'clock, same 
day.--Passage one dollar. 

“Pittsburgh, June 30, 1826. sae , 

We are unable to determine how an advertise- 
ment, announcing so unhallowed and presumptu- 
ous a project as anexcursion, for fleasure, on the 
Lord's Day, to the town of Economy, could gain 
admission into acolumn of so respectable a Jour- 
nal as the Pittsburgh Gazette. But considering 
the reputable standing of the Editors, charity in- 
clines us to believe that it was inserted in their ab- 
sence, or without their knowledge and consent. 

We know not who were the constituent mem- 
bers of this extraordinary Water Party; nor do 
we desire any particular information on this point. 
We have not learned the name of an individual 
concerned, except that of the Master, which ap- 
peared in the advertisement. ‘The moral senti- 
ments of this gentlemen, in reference to a day of 
sacred rest, and the motives by which he was ac 
tuated in this affair, are sufficiently evident from 
the face of his announcement, and from his subse- 
quent conduct in carrying his designs into execu- 
tion. 

‘Notwithstanding the appearance of this adv 
tisement, and a number of hand-bills of the same 
import put up in places of resort, a hope was en- 
tertained that the projectors of the contemplated 
water excursion would be induced, on refiection, 
to abandon their design, or change the time an- 
nounced to some other day of the week. But this 
reasonable expectation speedily vanished. The 
hour appointed for the departure of the Pennsyl 
vania arrived. A numerous party of gentlemen and 
ladies assembled and embarked—descended the O- 
hio, with rapid motion and flying colours, to the 
place of their destination—consumed the hours al- 
lotted for their stay in regaling their sense d 

the free gratification of their dominant passions 
and propensities: But here an incident occurred 
which marred their pleasurable enjoyment. An 
overcharged swivel burst in firing, and broke into 
several pieces the right arm of the firer. This may 
be ascribed,as usuul,to chance; but the finger of God 
was in it, and itisa wonder of divine forbearance 
that the party were not visited with heavier judg- 
ments. The self-confident and presumptuous mas- 
ter did not, in returning, land his passengers in 
Pittsburgh on Sunday evening, as he had promis- 
ed. The Pennsylvania moved heavily against the 
current—was detained, stranded, on White’s Rip- 
ple, and did not reach the city till Monday morn- 
ing. Men are under the control of that Almighty 
Being whom they forget and contemn, and cannot 
proceed a step further in the execution of their de- 
signs than he permits for the purposes of his own 
glory, and for the exhibition of sin in its hideous 
deformity. 

This transaction is justly viewed as an outrage 
upon the feelings of those who believe the Scrip- 
tures to be the word of God, and the law of the 
Sabbath to be of perpetual obligation on all the 
sons and daughters of men.

He confessed it was adu 
ty, said he felt the necessity of attending toit; but 
alleged that he did not know how to begin. I said 
to him, Now is the time to make a beginning. To- 
morrow, you may be beyond the reach of mercy 
Here is your son, now a young man, who will join 
with us, and we will constitute a little praying 
band. The son, at my suggestion, agreed to pre- 
cede the father in prayer, and thus set him an ex- 
ample. Butas this proposition appeared to pro- 
duce a sufficient effect upon the old man’s feelings, 
and as I wished to spare them, I called upon him 
to pray first; he did so; the son followed, and we 
had an interesting little society.

The twenty-seventh anniversary of this inspitu- 
tion was celebrated on the 22nd of May last. The 
report contains a great number of facts of the 
most interesting churacter; to some of which we 
give a place in our columns. 


The issues of this society’s publications, during 
the last year, exceeded in value those of the pre- 
ceding by nearly $9000. ‘The total amount issu- 
ed from the Depository, since the organization of 
the society, exceeds 80,000,000, excluding those 
published in foreign countries at its expense, which 
amount to many additional millions. The numer- 
ical issues of their publications progressively in. 
crease with each succeeding year. The new ones 
for the last year have amounted to one hundred 
and seventeen. Twenty two new auxiliaries have 
been recognized during the same time. The so- 
ciety has received donations in that period amount- 
ing to about $10,000, being upwards of eleven 
hundred dollars more than in the preceding year.

DUBLIN SUNDAY SCHOOL SOCIETY. 
@ On the 17th of April the sixteenth annual meet- 
ing of this society was held at the Rotunda in 


cord, N. H.on Thursday morning, the 8th inst. 
Rev. President Tyler communicated the leading 
parliculars of the Jate revival at Dartmouth Col- 
lege, from which we derive facts which enable us 
to give a more detailed account of those interest. 
ing scenes than we have before seen. 

Fr wo or three years previous to the revival, had 
een marked by stupidity among professors, not 
only in the Church, but in the College. In the falt 
of 1825, the people of God seemed quickened both 
in the Village and in the College. A prayer meet. 
ing was established, which was kept up curing the 
winter. On the last week of the winter vacation, 
a day of fasting and prayer was appointed, which 
proved highly interesting, and which diffused 
deep feeling through the church. On the return 
of the students, some of whom had spent the win. 
ter in places visited by the influences of the Holy 
Spirit, they seemed to bring the spirit of a revival 
withthem. The Theological Society met and ap- 
pointed a Committee to visit and converse par- 
ticularly with their brethren on the momentous 
subject of religion. The church adopted corres. 
ponding measures and appointed a committee to 
visit among their brethren, to excite them to act. 
vity and zeal in the cause of their Divine master, 
The effect was mansfest, and very soon a cloud was 
seen rising, which in a few weeks suddenly burst 
forth with power and great glory. 

This was the last of February, or the very first 
of March,—about the time, it will be recollected, of 
the Concert of prayer for the Colleges. The first 
cases were in the village, but the work soon spread 
among the members of College, and extended itself 
with great rapidity. For five or six weeks, more 
or less cases of hopeful conversion came to the 
knowledge of Christians almost every day, and on 
some days, three, four, five, and even six individ. 
uals began to rejoice in newness of life. Though 
powerful, the work was remarkably still and silent; 
no extravagancies; nothing wild or disorderly; but 
an awful solemnity and intensity of interest perva- 
ded the minds of all. Convictions generally, tho’ 
deep and pungent, were short; in many instances 
continuing but one, two, or three days, before the 
individuals obtained relief, and many of these came 
out remarkably clear, and enjoyed great peace and 
comfort. Many who are quite young, a consider- 
able number of whom were members of the Aca- 
demy, were subjects of the revival; some of these, 
from fourteen down to ten years of age, give pleas 
sing and very satisfactory evidence of piety. 

In regard to the number of hopeful subjects, 
President Tyler was disposed to speak with great 
caution. He estimated the students at between 
fifty and sixty, and the inhabitants of the village 
somewhat more. But few houses have been pass 
ed by inthis wonderful dispensation of divine mer- 
cy—in some are to be found three, four, and five, 
entertainine a lively hope in the Redeemer. In 
the College the situation was interesting when the 
Students separated at spring vacation. Though 
some were indifferent, others were seriously inqui- 
ring. 

In the vicinity of Hanover, God is also extending 
the influences of his grace. The revival in Nor- 
wich, opposite Hanover, was noticed. In Thet- 
ford, Fairlee, and Bradford, on Connecticut river, 
jgbove Norwich, revivals have commenced.

The Western Indians.—It appears from Arkansas papers, 

that the Cherokees, west of the Mississippi, and the Osages, 
are bent upon war. It is believed that Mr. Duval, Agent of 
the U. States among the Cherokees, will endeavour to the 
utmost of his power to prevent it. He accompanied a De- 
putation of the Cherokees, in May, to Cantonment Gibson, 
to hold a council with the Osages. The object of the for 

mer was to demand satisfaction for the murder of two or 
three of their people, killed some years since and compen- 
sation for several horses, stolen, by the latter nation. This 
council broke up without any accommodation of their differ 
e ces The Osages objected to treating in consequence of the 
recent death of their Agent, Col. McNair and positively re- 
fused to make the satisfaction required by the other party, 
until another Agent should be appointed. The consequence 
of their refusal was ao immediate declaration of war against 
them by the Cherokees, but, through the iatercession of Col 
Arbuckle, they have consented to suspend hostilities for the 
space of three mouths, for the purpose of giving the Osages 
further time to deliberate on the matter, and for the appoint- 
ment of an Agent, and receipt of instruction from Washing- 
ton City, which, it is hoped, may have a tendency to pervent 
an effusion of blood between the parties. 


Cincinnati.—In the Emporium of the 22d ult. we find the 
following estimate of articles exported from Cincinnati in 
the year 1825:--Of flour, there were probably exported a- 
bout 40,000 barrels; pork, 12,000; lard, 6000 kegs; whisky, 
12,000 barrels; corn and meal, 6000 barrels; linseed oil, 25,- 
000 gallons. and a considerable export of castor oil In ad- 
dition to the above articles, there are yearly large exports 
of bees-wax, feathers, and ginseng.

POSTSCRIPT. 
Pittsburgh, July 5, 1826. 

The Anniversary of American independence has been varioug- 
ly celebrated in this city and its vicivity, according to the 
different inclinat of the inhabitants. Considerable con- 
gregations assembled in the First and Second Presbyterian 
Churches. The praises of God were celebrated. Thanks 
were rendered unto him for the multitude of his tender mer 
cies bestowed upon the American people. Prayers were of- 
fered at the throne of grace for his blessing on our nation 
and on our churches, for the continuation of our civil and 
religious liberties, the protection of our country from invad- 
ing enemies, the prosperity of our literary and benevolent 
institutions, the increased dissemination of religious and 
every kind of useful knowledge, and the prevalence of vital 
piety and Christian morality among all classes of the com- 
munity. Addresses, suitable to the occasion, were delivered 
by the pastors of the churches assembled, and we trust were 
more grateful to the hearts of many present, than the richest 
viands and the most delicious liquors to the taste of the vo 
luptuary 

In regard to other celebrations, we know very little; but 
beheve they were conducted in the usual manner. Much 
gun-powder and sufficient quantities of ardent spirits were 
consumed.—Atan assemblage of citizens at Saw-Mill Run, 
we understand. a well-conceived oration was delivered by 
Ross Wilkins, Esq.—In the forenoon, a new Steam Boat, cal- 
ied the Jubilee, was Jaunched at the Point. 
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ESPECTFULLY informs bis friends and the public in 
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Education.—In his late speech before the General Assem 
bly of Massachusetts, Gov. Lincoln made the following ex- 
cellent remarks relative to public education. 

It must be worthy of serious regard, that the means of in- 
struction should keep pace with the increased and increas- 
ing population of the state, and are at all times wisely adapt- 
ed the pursuits and acquirements of the people. The sys- 
tem of Education, as now supported by the provisions of 
law, has but little changed with ailthe astonishing change 
which a half century of national independence, of vicissi 
tudes from poverty and privation to public and private pro- 
perity, wealth and luxury, have produced. Whatever im- 
provement has been made. is rather in the character of the 
books used in instruction, than inthe manner of imparting 
it, or the branches of learning, which are taught. The bu 
siness of society urgently demands great alterations in these 
particulars New channels of business, new interest and 
objects, and other and different capacities for their proper 
management, require a conformity in the course of prepara- 
tory Education. The qualification of Instructors deserves 
much more of care and attention. To the great honour and 
happiness ofthe Commonwealth this employment has be 
come an extensively desirable and lucrative occupation. It 
may be safely computed, that the number of male teachers 
engaged by the Towns annually, for the whole or parts of 
the year, does not fall short of hoenty fine hundred different in 
dividuals, to which, if the number of female instructors and 
those employed io private schools be added, the aggregate 
would amount to mavy thousands. Knowledge in the art 
of governing. anda facility in communicating instruction, 
are attainments in the teacher, of indispensable imporcance 
to proficiency, by the pupil. These talents are as much to 
be acquired by education, as are the sciences themselves — 
It will well merit the consideration of the Legislature, when 
discussing the expediency of the institution of the proposed 
seminary, whether provisions for the preparation of a class 
of men to become the instructors of youth in the public 
schools, in the branches of learuing adapted to the present 
condition and wants of the coudtry, is not among the high 
est of the inducements tothe measure, apd should be an ob- 
ject of primary and definite arrangement, in its adoption.

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Swallowing Fruit Stones.--T he following cau 
tion, published in the American Farmer, deserves 
particular attention during the season of cherries, 
plums, &c. The fatal effects of swallowing the 
stones of such fruit have often been experienced.- 
Parents ought to be watchful over their children, 
and warn them of the danger to which they may be 
exposed. 

“From carelessness and hurry in eating, stones 
of fruit are often swallowed whole. Cherry stones 
are sometimes knowingly swallowed, from a mis- 
taken notion of their assisting the digestion of 
thatfruit. The practice is highly dangerous, and 
should always be avoided, as alarming obstructions 
and inflammation of the bowels have been the con- 
sequence of it. Death has not unfrequently hap- 
pened from this cause without suspicion being at- 
tached to the true source of the calamity, nor could 
relief have been given, had it been ascertained.—If 
those who thus wantonly trifle with their health 
knew the structure of the alimentary canal, they 
would easily comprehend the force of the caution 
and avoid the practice which is the ground of it.

Cure for Worms.-Mr. Aaron Hannum, of Ches- 
ter county, Pa. has discovered a sovereign, but ve- 
ry simple medicine for the expulsion of Worms 
from children. Several of his children, in April 
last, for amusement, took from ihe twigs of the Ce- 
dar trees what is called the Cedar Apple or Knot. 
One of them, who has always been very much af- 
flicted with worms, since two years old, (now be- 
tween six and seven) and the power of a skilful 
physician had been ineffectual for their expulsion, 
ate several of the apples, and in consequence, some 
worms were expelled from her. The medicine 
was again administered, and, in twelve hours, up- 
wards of 300 came from her. Mr. H. to be satis- 
fied of the efficacy of these apples, gave them to 5 
of his children, and ate several of them himself, & 
the effect was the same. Mr. H. has published 
this Giscovery in a Chester paper, for the benefit 
of his fellow citizens, and recommends that the ap- 
ples be eaten nine mornings in succession, fasting; 
if dry, that they be pounded and taken in molas- 
s€s, or eaten just as they come from the tree.—At 
this season of the year, the apples or knots are 
to be found in great abundance on the trees.

It 
will convey all desirable information to the studi- 
ous Mechanic and Manufacturer, reldive to En- 
gines and Constructions, & to all branches of Me- 
tallic, Woollen, Cotton, Linen, Silk, Porcelain, and 
other important Manufactures. 

Mr. Nicholson, the Anthor, is well known as a 
Practical Snperintendent of Machinery, and son of 
the late Win, Nicholson, Editor of the Journal of 
Natural Philosophy. He has enjoyed all the ad- 
vantages of experience and education. 

Mechanics’ Schools.--In 1821, a few gentlemen 
in Edinburgh circulated a prospectus among the 
mechanics, announcing the commencement of a 
course of lectures on mechanics, another on chem- 
istry, with the opening of a library on the same 
subject; the hours of lecture to be from 8 to 9 in 
the evening, twice a week for six months, and the 
price of admission to both lectures and library 15 
shillings a year. When 400 mechanics had pur- 
chased tickets, the two courses of lectures were 


j delivered by Dr. Forbes and Mr. Galbraith; with 


the addition of one on architecture, and one on far- 
riery, and a class for agricultural and mechanical 
drawing during the summer recess. 

In 1822, the editors of the Mechanics’ Maga- 
zine,in an address, invited the attention of their 
readers to these institutions. 

The formation of a society soon followed this 
address; and in the course of the year 1824, as 
we learn from Mr. Brougham’s pamphlet, lec- 
tures were delivered by Mr. Phillips on chemistry, 
Mr. Dochin on geometry, Birkbeck on hydrosta- 
tics, Mr. Cooper on the application of chemistry 
to the arts, Mr. Newton on astronomy, Mr. Ta- 
tum on electricity, and Mr. Black on the French 
language, to great and increasing numbers of work- 
men, About a thousand now belong to the Insti- 
tution, and pay twenty shillings a year. 

Similar institutions are at the present time es- 
tablished, or on the point of being established in 
almost every town in England whose population 
reaches 10,000, and in some of much smaller num- 
vers. Publications intended for the use of mecha- 
nics, and unintelligible without some knowledge 
of natural philosophy & mathematics, have a wide 
and increasing circulation. Every thing indicates 





a growing spirit ef inquiry, an increased desire, 


and, with it,!an increased power of acquiring know- 
ledge.

flower, which has just been received, and which 
is celebrated for producing a flower shaped simi- 
larly to the human hand. One of the flowers is 
preserved in the cabinet of the learned Dr. Mitch- 
ell. Stangers are admitted free of any charge what- 
ever to the garden, except Sunday.—Com. Adv.
